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U.S.  TRADE  IN  CANNED 
FBUITS  AND  VEGETABLES 


U.S.  exports  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  during  calendar  year  1966 
totaled  $96 j 591 } 000 — down  $11,093*000  from  the  previous  year's  record, 
hut  above  the  1960-64  average  of  $94,242,000.  Canned  fruit  shipments 
dropped  $7,456,000  from  1965  levels  and  totaled  $69,466,000.  Fruit 
cocktail,  baby  food,  and  grapefruit  were  the  only  fruit  items  which 
showed  export  gains  in  1966.  Canned  vegetable  exports,  at  $27,125,000, 
were  $3,637,000  below  the  1965  level  and  $163,000  smaller  than  the  1960-64 
average.  The  only  vegetable  export  gains  in  1966  were  noted  for  beans, 
corn,  peas,  and  soup. 

By  value,  fruit  cocktail  became  the  leading  canned  fruit  export  item 
during  1966,  and  totaled  a record  $24,4l8,0QQ,  as  compared  to  $22,999,000 
one  year  earlier.  Of  the  total  3,296,000  cases  shipped,  Canada  took 
812,000  cases j the  United  Kingdom,  764,000.  Combined,  these  two  markets 
accounted  for  48  percent  of  total  1966  exports.  The  West  German  and 
Belgium-Luxembourg  markets,  which  imported  345,000  and  313,000  cases 
respectively,  together  took  20  percent  of  the  1966  fruit  cocktail  shipments. 

Canned  peach  exports  dropped  to  $21,834,000  or  $4,345,000  below  the  1965 
level,  and  $3,258,000  below  the  1960-64  average.  Because  of  severe  weather 
damage  to  the  1965  crop,  only  4,478,000  cases  were  shipped  during  i960  as 
compared  with  5,4X5,000  one  year  earlier.  Exports  to  the  key  West  German 
market  dropped  by  877,000  cases  to  a level  of  1,667,000.  This  reduction 
in  German  purchases  accounted  for  94  percent  of  the  total  drop  of  1966 
canned  peach  exports.  The  European  Economic  Community  (EEC)  as  a whole 
took  57  percent  of  the  1966  shipments,  as  compared  with  6l  percent  during 
the  previous  year. 
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By  value,  canned  pineapple  exports  ranked  third  in  1966  and  totaled 
$14,712,000,  as  compared  to  $15,491,000  in  1965*  Exports  of  this  commodity 
accounted  for  21  percent  of  the  value  of  all  canned  fruit  shipments  in  1966. 
Shipments  to  West  Germany,  the  largest  single  foreign  market,  dropped  from 
826,000  cases  in  1965  to  398,000  in  1966,  reducing  the  Germain  market's  share 
from  37  to  20  percent  of  U.S.  pineapple  exports.  Other  leading  markets 
include  Be lgium- Luxembourg , the  Netherlands,  Canada,  and  the  United  Kingdom; 
except  for  Canada,  these  bought  more  U.S.  pineapple  in  1966  than  in  1965. 

Canned  cherry  exports  dropped  sharply  from  the  alltime  high  of  $5,502,000  in 
1965  to  $1,588,000  in  19 66  but  remained  above  the  1960-64  average  of 
$1,179,000.  U.S.  shipments  during  calendar  year  1966  totaled  only  l4l,000 
cases— down  703,000  from  the  previous  year.  Reduced  domestic  U.S.  supplies 
and  higher  prices  were  responsible  for  this  decrease.  West  German  imports 
of  U.S.  canned  cherries  totaled  413,000  cases  in  1965,  but  only  38,000  in 
1966;  while  imports  into  the  entire  EEC  were  745,000  and  71,000  cases 
respectively. 

Canned  asparagus  exports,  which  had  been  on  a general  upward  trend  since  i960, 
fell  sharply  in  1966  and  totaled  $9,222,000— down  $3,260,000  from  one  year 
earlier  and  $3,753,000  from  the  1960-64  average.  A reduced  U.S.  domestic 
pack  and  ensuing  higher  prices,  coupled  with  increased  foreign  competition, 
were  responsible  for  the  decline.  By  value,  1966  asparagus  exports  repre- 
sented one-third  of  all  canned  vegetable  exports  that  year,  and  went  primarily 
to  West  Germany.  However,  shipments  to  this  market  dropped  to  322,000  cases 
from  the  1965  level  of  868,000. 

Total  U.S.  fruit,  nut,  and  vegetable  exports  (fresh  and  processed)  during 
calendar  year  1966  amounted  to  $456,725,000 — up  $7,874,000  from  the  previous 
year's  record.  Of  this  total,  canned  fruits  accounted  for  15  percent  and 
canned  vegetables  for  6 percent,  or  a combined  total  of  21  percent.  However, 
fresh  products  were  most  important,  representing  48  percent  of  the  total. 

Dried  fruit  exports  were  11  percent  of  the  total;  nuts  accounted  for  another 
5 percent.
